material to thetn what the orop of 
the pat year has been. The hope 


of. the country lies before them, 
By depicting the future in as rosy 
‘a light as possible they quicken 
the business pulse of the nation 
and leave it to the farmer to live 
up to what is expectod of bim. 
There probably never was a 
spring when the crop outlook was 
not optimistic: but assurance can 
generally be based on prevailing 
conditions, The conditions this 
year oould scarcely be better. 
The rainfall of last fall was un- 
usually heavy and asa result. the 
soil was well supplied with mois- 
ture. During the witter the 
ground was well covered with 
snow which was gradually dispelled 
by the milf weather in March. 
The farmer was in no hurry to see 
the snow go and when a_ heavy 
snow fall presented itself early in 
April he was not displeased. He 
remembered that he bad sown oats 
as late as the first of June and 
still had a good yield at harvest 
time. There isstill a whole month 


* for the weather to settle down so 


that seeding operations can be got 
underway. If the seeding time 
opens up early, all the better, but 
at the present time there is no 
cause for worry.

And the man who makes it so will 
have a far easier time than the 
man who thinks that there can be 
a second and a third beginning, 
and that the first really doesn't 
count. 

The mania for getting rich quick 
is contagious, but there is no ne- 
cessity for exposing oneself to it. 
The olerk who is ambitious to be 
president of the bank may achieve 
his ambition, perhaps, but not by 
dipping sticky fingers into the till. 

And better never be president 
or vice-president or cashier or ev- 
en head clerk than by making a 
beginning that will lead to dis- 
grace and perhaps ruin for life. 

The time to begin a career is in 


youth, when enthusiasm refused | this rushing, 


to admit that there is such a word 
as impossibility, when even the 
wearisome details of business scem 
promising steps to 
higher. 

Starting afresh at thirty or forty 
is bitter discouraging business, 
even without the handicap of a 
bad record. 

If you could ask all the discour- 
aged tired men whom you met 
why they find life so hard, they 
would answer that-they were not 
interested in what they were doing. 
They began wrong. 

The man who is plodding along 
in a business house at a salary that 
makes no headway against the 
mortgage on his home bitterly re- 
pents his choice of a ‘white-collar 
job” when he was young. Had he 
not been so desirous of getting 
something “genteel” todo, he might 
1ave begun as a machinist and 
developed the mechanical ability 
he knows he possesses. But he 
feared the ridicuie of his “friends’. 
when they saw him in overalls. 
He was afraid of the dirt and grease 
of the machinery, of the hard work 
after hours at mathematics and the 
theory of mechanics.

But to the man with his way to 
pay the years pass before he knows. 
And when at length he sees un- 
mistakably that he wovld have 
been better in something else, he 
must have almost superhuman 
courage to undertake a fresh be- 
ginning. 


The reader of middle age needs 
no warning about making a wrong 
start. Most men have made them, 
and spent long and unnecessary 
efforts in retrieving themselves. 


A boy who intends to be an en- 
gineer had better study engineer- 
ing and work at engineering. A 
course in a law school will do bim 
no good whatever. 


The boy who expects to be a 
lawyer is wasting his time clerk- 
ing in a shoe store, unless he must 
thereby earn the money he needs 
to study law. 


Any youth who begins life in 
energetic, excited 
age will find he has all he oan do 
to make headway if he starts right. 
He cannot achieve any great suc- 
cess unless he does something 
that bas never been done before, 
and he will soon learn that this is 
by no means an easy task. 


The only way is to start right. 


Let the man who has started 
wrong make the second beginning. 
For him there is no alternative 
unless he will be willing to be 
counted down and out, 

But youth, with all life before 
it, can start right, and it is far 
wiser, as well as far easier, to make 
one start than two. 

For no mancan be happy or suc- 
cessful or of use to others unless he 
does what he is best fitted to do.

analysis.”—Clay, Robinson & Co.'s 
Report. 

Althongh the above extract re- 
fers only to cattle feéding, exper- 
ienced Alberta feeders long ago 
disooveréd that the tesult of feed- 
ing wheat largely to brood mares 
and sows was attended with the 
same results as when fed to cows. 
The work now being done under 
the direction of Dean Russell is 
doing much to show the fallacy of 
relying entirely on chemioal an- 
alysis when determining the value 
of a stock food, and it tends to 
prove the truth of the saying that 
“the proof of the pudding is in 
the eating of it.”

Every living fly is a orime 
against sodlety. Consider for 
yourself the number of times you 
have geen flied feeding off aputum, 
on gérbage,on filthy excreta from 
the privy vaults. It is disgusting

prance over our meat markets, our 
fruit stands aud--bakeries. They 
sorape their feet, rub their wings 
and drop their specks on our sweet 
cake—yet we eat it. qu like 
it?

._ Metobhinkoff found 3,200,000 

microbes in one centimeter of 
water in which grapes bad been 
washed.

Alberta is the first of the western 
provinces to inaugurate a system 
of demonstration farms. After 
studying ‘the history and the re. 
sults obtained from such farms in 
this province. The present idea 
of the Minister of Agriculture is 
to have all these farris chosen in 
the various localities in which 
they are to be tocated, before the 
first of May, and the first season's 
operations will consist mainly of 
breaking considerable of the land, 
fenoing the property and erecting 
the buildings. 

The poultry department of the 
government has planned to raise 
some 600 pure-bred pullets to be 
distributed among these farms, 
where they will be kept under 
average farm yard conditions. A 
different variety of fowls and cattle 
will be kept at each of the farms. 
Ae an indication that the people 
of'the various farming communi- 
ties of Alberta are fully alive to 
the benefits to be derived from 
getting one of these farms located 
in their district, a list of the places 
which havesent requests to the 
‘Department of Agriculture is ap- 
pended, Some 35 applications 
have been réceived to date.
